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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . Receipt is acknowledged of Applicant's Prior Art Statement, filed August 29, 
2001. 

2. Receipt is acknowledged of Applicant's Foreign Priority Document, filed July 2,

3. Claims 1-14 are presented for examination. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Applicant's invention is to a fixed-abrasive polishing pad for use with a non-abrasive 
polishing liquid. Koutney, Jr. et al is cited to show a polishing pad for use with a non- 
abrasive polishing agent, and comprised of ceria particles in a polymeric matrix. Misra 
et al is cited of interest to show a polishing pad having inorganic abrasive particles held 
in a polymeric matrix. Kuramochi et al('824) is cited of interest to show abrasive 
moldings for polishing disks having inorganic particles. Kuramochi et al('644) is cited of 
interest to show an abrasive molding for a polishing disk having zirconia particles. 
Kuramochi et al('935) is cited of interest to show an abrasive molding having inorganic 
particles and a pore diameter not exceeding 1 urn in diameter. None of the references 
disclose or suggest an abrasive molding for an abrasive disk comprising an average 
particle diameter in the range of .005-.3 urn, a relative density as defined in the 
specification, of 45%-90%. with pores of diameter of at least 0.5 urn being excluded 
from the molding .
